Ex pect to Decide Whether to 
Pa ss o n Certa in Rig hts 
o f Securities Co m­ 
missio n. 


Washington, Oct. 16 
(J-P)—Su­ 
preme Court justices met today 
to decide whether to pass on liti­ 
gation involving the right of the 
securities commission to sub­ 
poena telegrams. 
This case produced specula­ 
tion over whether Justice Black 
would participate and, if 
so, 
whether attorneys would have 
grounds for challenging the de­ 
cision. 
As chairm an of the senate lob­ 
by committee, 
Black 
aroused 
criticism in some circles in 1935 
by using telegrams obtained by 
the communications commission 
which had been sent and re­ 
ceived by persons under investi­ 
gation. 
Those attack ing the securities 
commission subpoenas in 
the 
Supreme Court were the Ryan 
Florida Corporation of Tampa, 
Income Royalties Company of St. 
Petersburg, and Florida Tex Oil 
Company of St. Petersburg. 
They contended the commis­ 
sion’s action was “an explora­ 
tory search for evidence” and 
“constituted an unlawful search 
and seizure.” 
The Western Union and Postal 
Telegraph companies were not 
required to produce the tele­ 
grams pending disposition of the 
litigation. 
The fifth Circuit Court of Ap­ 
peals upheld the subpoenas is­ 
sued under the 1933 “Truth in 
Securities” act, which required 
registration of proposed issues of 
stock with the Securities Com­ 
mission. 
That decision will remain in 
effect if the Supreme Court de­ 
nies a review. If it consents to 
pass on the controversy, there 
will be arguments followed by a 
written opinion. 
This lower court opinion was 
one of about 30 placed before the 
justices for consideration a t the 
regular Saturday afternoon con­ 
ference. Action in all probability, 
will be announced Monday. 
One of the others involves an 
attack by the Jeffrey-DeWitt In­ 
sulator company of Kenova, W. 
Va., on an order by the National 
Labor Relations Board holding 
the company guilty of unfair la­ 
bor practices under the Wagner 
Labor Relations act. The com­ 
pany lost in the fourth Circuit 
Court of Appeals. 
During the last week Black has 
sat with the court daily listen­ 
ing to attorneys argue various 
cases. Although all the other 
justices ask ed 
frequent 
ques­ 
tions, Black remained silent. 
No opinions are expected until 
Nov. 8.

Washington, Oct. 16 W —The 
Duk e and Duchess of Windsor 
are lik ely to steal the show if 
they come to town on the day 
congress convenes, Nov. 15. 
That is the date, it was pretty 
well established today, on which 
the former k ing of England and 
his American-born bride 
will 
visit the capital on their forth­ 
coming trip to America. 
Followers of congressional ac­ 
tivities admitted that in such a 
case the folk s on Capitol Hill 
face every probability of being 
put in the shade. 
In the first place, congress ex­ 
hibits little or no talent for ro­ 
mance. Too, the wide Washing­ 
ton streets will accommodate a 
lot more people than the house 
and senate galleries. 
When the Prince of Wales vis­ 
ited this ordinarily blase capital 
in 1924, cheering crowds lined 
every street he traveled. 
W hether the duk e and duchess 
will be entertained by President 
Roosevelt has not been disclosed. 
The duk e has been to the 
White House twice, both times 
under inauspicious circumstanc­ 
es. In 1919, President Wilson was 
ill and could see him only briefly. 
In 1924 President and Mrs. Cool- 
idge were still in mourning for 
the death of their young son. 
All arrangem ents being made 
for this trip are secret and ten­ 
tative. They are in the form of 
appointments, for Charles Be- 
deaux, New York industrial en­ 
gineer, whom Windsor will ac­ 
company to study labor condi­ 
tion?. 
A secretary a t the British em­ 
bassy said: 
“We k now that the duk e is 
coming to this country. We k now 
that his visit is private. We k now 
that he is a member of the royal 
family and will be treated as 
such. We have made no arrange­ 
ment? for a visit to Washington. 
We have not been ask ed to mak e 
any.”

London, Oct. 16 (/P)—Count Di- 
no Grandi, Italy’s delegate, told 
the non-intervention subcom­ 
mittee today that Italy “accepts* 
the proposal for partial with­ 
drawal of a certain number of 
volunteers” from the Spanish 
¿ivil war. 
The nine-power sub-commit­ 
tee adjourned until early next 
week after hearing statem ents 
by the British, French, Italian 
and German members. 
The nine diplomats, meeting 
in a tense atmosphere created by 
British Foreign Secretary An­ 
thony Eden’s demand for prompt 
action, heard the Italian dele­

which they had been to ld wo uld 
be so mo mento us it had to be 
made o n J apanese territo ry . 
They were sho wn a shell which 
emitted 
ev il 
smelling 
fumes 
which 
the J apanese 
asserted 
was pho sgene smo ke. Lieuten­ 
ant Co lo nel Hajine Tani, o f the 
J apanese chemical co rps, de­ 
clared the shell co ntained suf­ 
ficient po iso no us gas to kill the 
entire ro o mful. 
An o fficial spo kesman declared 
that six shells with unusual red 
markings were seized Octo ber 14 
when a J apanese patro l sur­ 
prised the crew o f a Chinese 
trench mar tar o n the Taping- 
kiang-Liuho ng secto r, no rth o f 
Shanghai. 
Chemical and medical tests, 


the Japanese declared, definitely 
pro ved that the shells co ntained 
sufficient po iso n gas to cause 
asphy x iatio n 
under 
favo rable 
co nditio ns. 
The curl o f fumes arising fro m 
the quantity left in the ex hibit, 
ho wever, was eno ugh to cause 
o nly a slight headache. 
A spo kesman said gas fnask 
precautio n saved the Japanese 
fro m casualties. 
Questio ned 
whether 
neutral 
ex perts participated in the tests 
o f the alleged Chinese shell, he 
replied that he co nsidered the 
Japanese charge sufficient. 
lieutenant Co lo nel Tani lec­ 
tured 
pro fesso r-like, 
drawings 
chemical characters o n a black­ 
bo ard to illustrate his ex plana­ 
tio ns. He co ncluded that it was 
definitely sho wn that the shell 
co ntained a dark semi-liquid 
co mpo sed o f pho sgene and Ti­ 
tanium tetrachlo ride. 
The shell's o nly marking was 
“o ne.” 
A Chinese spo kesman declared 
renewed attempts by the Japan­ 
ese army to day to smash Chinese 
lines at Tazang, ten miles no rth 
o f Shanghai, were repulsed. 
Chinese tro o ps, he said, ma­ 
chine-gunned a Japanese fo rce 
attempting a 
flanking 
mo ve­ 
ment to cut o ff Chinese fo rces 
in the Chapei secto r o n the 
no rthern edge o f the Shanghai 
internatio nal settlement. 
He said two battalio ns o f Jap­ 
anese try ing to cro ss a creek 
were caught in water up to their 
waists. The Chinese fire killed 
and wo unded several hundred 
Japanese, he added, many o f 
the wo unded dro wning. 
He said ten Japanese machine 
guns and mo re than 19 0 Japan­ 
ese rifles were captured.

Editor: For th e first time in 
my life I h ave enjoyed seeing 
my name in th e paper with out 
h aving after it, “Held in $500 
bond. Th ank you. No.—. 
With th e streamer line of page 
one, “New Prison Paper Makes 
Its Bow to th e Inmates,” th e ed­ 
itor sizes up h is policy as follows: 
“In th e exercise of sound edi­ 
torial policy we sh all print th e 
news of reader interest, no pro­ 
paganda, but facts and avoid th e 
contagion of falsity. . .”

These three nations, one in the Orient and 
two in Eu rope, are the leading exponents of the 
principles of Fascism in government. After su r­ 
veying the cu rrent history of nations, the conclu ­ 
sion becomes inevitable that it is Fascism that 
is responsible for international anarchy and that 
holds the most seriou s menace to peace: 
In the present world tu rmoil the aggressors 
are the Fascist nations — Japan, which is u sing 
Commu nism to cloak her ru thless pu rsu it of ter­ 
ritorial ambitions; Italy, which has seized Ethi­ 
opia to satisfy her colonial needs, and has joined 
to Spanish aggressions with Germany, whose 
gaze is tu rned covetou sly toward the Uk raine. 
If the democratic nations are su fficiently com­ 
placent, the world soon will witness the accom­ 
plishment of two pu rposes — one oi the fu rther 
theft of territory ju st as Manchu ria and Ethi­ 
opia were stolen, and the other a spread of Fas­ 
cism, beginning with Au stria and Spain. 
When nations, once free and enlightened, have 
been thorou ghly regimented and have had closed 
to them those sou rces throu gh which informa­ 
tion is disseminated, they become easy prey to 
dictatorial power and are led withou t great diffi­ 
cu lty even along the paths of war. It is for this 
reason that the Fascist nations now imperil 
civilization. 


ganizations engaged in the solicitation of fu nds 
have been requ ired to su bmit reports covering re­ 
ceipts and the disposal of the money received.

FORTY-ONE OIL OR 6AS 


WELLS BEING DRILLED 


Forty-one 
wells 
are 
being 
drilled in search for oil or gas 
with most of the drilling activity 
centered in the sou thwestern 
part of the state, Virgil M. Sim­ 
mons, commissioner of the De­ 
partment of Conservation, an­ 
nou nced today. A majority of the 
wells will be completed this 
month if weather conditions re­ 
main favorable. 
Eight wells being drilled in La- 
Grange, 
DeKalb, 
Hu ntington, 
Wells, Jay, Wabash and Porter 
cou nties mark a resu mption of 
activity in this part of Indiana. 
Most of the drilling in this area 
is in search of oil. In sou thwest­ 
ern Indana major drilling op­ 
erations are in progress in Pik e, 
Gibson, 
Perry 
and 
Spencer 
cou nties where fields are being 
developed and extended. 
Du ring September drillers re­ 
ported the completion of seven­ 
teen wells, not all of which 
proved to be produ cers. Two of 
the produ cing wells, brou ght in 
du ring September were in Vigo 
cou nty, near Terre Hau te and 
mark ed the opening of a new 
field. These wells were drilled by 
the 
rotary process, 
generally 
u sed in the sou thwestern fields 
and were the first rotary-drilled 
wells in Indiana. 
Drilling activities are expect­ 
ed to continu e throu gh the fall 
and early winter if weather con­ 
ditions permit.

ON LONG FRONT 


Chinese Armies Make Bitter 
Attempt'to Stav e Off In­ 
v asio n Alo ng 25 Mile 
Stretch. 


Shanghai, Oct. 
16 
(JP)— An 
intense battle raged today in the 
Chapei and Hongk ew sectors, 
where the Chinese armies were 
mak ing a bitter cou nter thru st 
to stav e off the long ex pected 
Japanese general attack along 
the 25-mile battle front north­ 
west of Shanghai. 
Three Japanese civ ilians were 
k illed and three wou nded, a Jap­ 
anese 
spok esman 
annou nced, 
du ring the Chinese shelling of 
Hongk ew, the Japanese-occu pied 
sector of the International Set­ 
tlement. One of the dead was 
Tomok ato Iwak u ra, correspon­ 
dent of the Tok y o newspaper 
Hochi and y ou nger brother of 
Prince Iwak u ra. 
One shell stru ck the famou s 
Astor Hou se hotel, now occu pied 
by Japanese refu gees, and an­ 
other hit the Sev enth Day Ad­ 
v entist hospital on Range road, 
the spok esman said. There were 
no inju ries and bu t minor dam ­ 
age to the two im portant stru c­ 
tu res. 
The terrific Chinese artillery 
and iiffantry attack s were car­ 
ried ou t against the Japanese 
positions on the Chapei front, a 
Chinese spok esman declared, to 
determine the actu al strength of 
the Japanese troops manning 
that sector. 
After two hou rs of sav age, 
close q u arter fighting throu gh 
the streets of Hongk ew, the Chi­ 
nese obtained the req u ired in­ 
formation 
as 
a 
resu lt, 
the 
spok esman 
said, 
the 
Chinese 
forces wer^ confident of holding 
the Chapei sector against any ­ 
thing the Japanese hav e to offer 
at present. 
The raids were condu cted with* 
su ch lightning-lik e speed and 
fierceness, he added, the Japan­ 
ese troops were tak en complete­ 
ly by su rprise and su ffered ex ­ 
tremely heav y casu alties. 
A tou r of the battle area this 
morning showed the Japanese 
barricades badly smashed while 
the Chinese were safely in pos­ 
session of scores of alley way s 
and lanes formerly held by the 
Japanese. 
The Chinese raids which ex ­ 
tended to within a block of the 
Japanese consu late threw the 
Japanese civ ilians in Hongk ew 
into a panic. More than 200 Chi­ 
nese shells fell in the area, 
blasting u p pav ements and shat­ 
tering bu ildings. 
The Chinese 
immediately conv erted these ru ­ 
ined 
bu ildings 
into 
v eritable 
fortresses 
for 
renewed 
on­ 
slau ghts against the Japanese. 
Japanese*”reinforcements at­ 
tempted to land at Yanglink ow 
and other points abov e Liu ho on 
the Yangtze riv er, the Chinese 
spok esman said, bu t su ffered 
su ch casu alties from Chinese 
land mines and machine gu ns 
they were forced to retu rn to 
their ships. 
A minimu m of 150 dead and 
wou nded were officially accou nt­ 
ed for as a resu lt of shells and 
air bombs falling in the streets 
of the settlem ent and its su b­ 
u rbs.

Federation of Labor and John L. 
Lewis’ Committee for Indu strial 
organization hu ng in the air to­ 
day , bu t a definite agreement on 
the basis for a peace conference 
still was missing. 
William Green, A. F. of L. pres­ 
ident, said he believ ed telegraph­ 
ic negotiations of the past week 
“probably ” wou ld resu lt in a 
peace meeting between the riv al 
factions in labor’s great civ il 
war. 
Green’s declaration came last 
night after he and others of the 
federation’s 
ex ecu tiv e 
cou ncil 
told the C. I. O. that any a t­ 
tempts to settle their long dis-„ 
pu te mu st be u ndertak en “with­ 
ou t prior commitments, stipu la­ 
tions or conditions by either 
side.” 
In 
Washington, 
gov ernment 
labor officials ex pressed belief 
that, once leaders of the ty ro 
factions gathered arou nd a ta ­ 
ble, they wou ld find means of 
composing ev en the most seri­ 
ou s differences. 
Thfy cited the high cost of ri­ 
v al labor organizing campaigns 
as one possible incentiv e for a 
settlement. 
Administration 
officials 
in 
Washington priv ately ex pressed 
hope the u nification mov ement 
wou ld su cceed. A solidified labor 
organization, 
they 
ex plained, 
wou ld help New Deal candidates 
in the 1938 elections. 
Other reaction from Washing­ 
ton was the prediction of an au ­ 
thority high in labor circles that 
neither the A. F. of L. nor the 
C. I. O. wou ld ev er bolt a peace 
conference. 
“Neither side will 
want to risk the discredit of 
q u itting the peace table withou t 
getting some k ind of a settle­ 
ment,” that official, who de­ 
clined to be q u oted by name, 
said. 
Green’s declaration was con­ 
tained in a telegram reply ing 
to the C. I. O.’s second peace 
su ggestion this week — a pro­ 
posal that ten representativ es 
from each organization meet in 
Washington Oct. 25 to discu ss 
peace. 
For a second time, the A. F. of 
L. forces flatly declined to mak e 
acceptance

“We regard y ou r answer (to 
the A. F. of L. reply to the C. I. 
O.’s first peace proposal) as a 
well designed attem pt to mislead 
the pu blic and confu se the is­ 
su e,” the cou ncil’s telegram to 
The telegram again notified 
the C. I. O. that the A. F. of L. 
has a standing committee of 
three members au thorized to dis­ 
cu ss settlem ent of the contro­ 
v ersy . Prev iou sly the A. F. of L. 
gav e notice it was willing to in­ 
crease that committee to “reas­ 
onable” size. 
“Please adv ise when y ou are 
ready to meet,” the message said.

ing today , bu t the scene of fu r­ 
ther ov ertu res toward a confer­ 
ence with the C. I. O. appeared 
lik ely to shift to Washington.

Green had accused the C. I. O. 
o f insincerity and bad faith 
when it first asked, earlier in 
the week, that each camp send 
100 delegates to a peace parley .

“ particularly that this willing­ 
ness to meet in co nference o n 
the part o f the Co mmittee fo r 
Industrial Organizatio n is made 
co nditio nal upo n the American 
Federatio n o f Labo r accepting 
the terms and co nditio ns, po li­ 
cies and pro cedures o utlined in 
its telegram o f Octo ber 13.” 
Tho se co nditio ns, Green as­ 
serted when the first peace mes­ 
sage was receiv ed here, “ wo i^d 


mean that we wou ld hav e to 
join the C. I. O.” The C. I. O’s 
offer to discu ss settlem ent with 
su ch stipu lations, he contended, 
was insincere and in bad faith. 
Despite the ex ecu tiv e cou ncil’s 
belief the C. I. 0 .’$ second offer 
was an attem pt to mislead, the 
telegram said, “we nev ertheless 
reiterate that the American Fed­

Green told newspaper Report­ 
ers he cou ld see no difference 
between the A. F. of L. stand as 
shown in last night’s message 
and its standing offer to discu ss 
peace. 
He added, howev er, “a change 
of sentim ent has come ov er a 
nu mber of organizations affili­ 
ated wffh the C. I. O.” 
“In some of those organiza­ 
tions,” he added, “there is great 
dissatisfaction ov er the u ny ield­ 
ing, adam ant and u ncompromis­ 
ing stand of the C. I. O. leaders.” 
The A. F. of L. reply was dis­ 
patched a* few hou rs after the 
federation’s annu al conv ention 
ended and soon after Green had 
ordered the Colorado federation 
to pu rge itself of C. I. O.-affili- 
ated u nions and persons. 
The 
Colorado 
federation, 
whose president, Frank Hefferly , 
is an official in Lewis United 
Mine Work ers, ignored the A. F. 
of L. meeting and failed to send 
a delegate. 
When newspapers reported re­ 
cently Green’s plan for a “hou se- 
cleaning” in the state organiza­ 
tion, Hefferly labeled him a 
“cream pu ff” and warned the 
proposed pu rge wou ld be op­ 
posed. 
Du ring the 11 day s it was in 
session, the conv ention prepared 
for u nrelenting war on Lewis 
and the C. I. O. form of indu s­ 
trial u nions. 
The conv ention v oted to the 
ex ecu tiv e cou ncil au thority to 
ex pel u nions which failed to for-

sak e the C. I. O. and retu rn 
the A. F. of L. fold, bu t with 
stru ctions that peace efforts 
continu ed. Green promised 
ex pu lsion wou ld be coi 
only in the case of “obstinate* 
organizations.

“Mrs. Hahn came to my do o r 
and said ‘ sent the old man 
to the 
hospital, y ou k now he is my un­ 
cle.’ 
“I said that I didn’t 
kno w 
Wagner was sick and she an­ 
swered ‘Yes, he has been sick fo r 
two or three day s. You kno w he 
fell and k nock ed a hole in his 
head. You k now, he isn’t co ming 
back and there’s lots of things in 
his room which y ou co uld use 
and I will giv e y ou .’ 
Dr. James A. Clift followed her 
on the stand and described 
ho w 
Mrs. Hahn came to 
his o ffice 
the night of Ju ne 1 and 
asked 
him to come to Wagner’s 
ro o m. 
“She wanted to k now if he was 
going to die,” Dr. Clift testified 
before the q u estioning of Assist­ 
ant Prosecu tor Loy al S. Martin. 
“She wanted me to come o v er 
and see her u ncle, Mr. Wagner,” 
Dr. Clift testified. 
“Was there any arsenic- po iso n 
in the pills which y ou 
gav e 
him?” Martin ask ed. 
“There was none,” Dr. Clift 
answered. 
The testimony was giv en after 
Prosecu tor Du dley Miller Out- 
calt asserted earlier in the day 
that “this woman k illed so many 
there isn’t another hu m an being 
lik e her on the face o f the 
earth.”
